organization and decrease of the po- 
lice and fire departments was passed 
by council August 25 and will become 
effective 
September 
25. Patrolmen 


Michael Gorman and Charles Williams 
city officials declare, will be retired 
from the police force and Firemen Ira 
and Warner Seward from £he fire de- 
partment. Gorman, it is believed, is 
the only one who may fight the re- 
organization. 


Preference in point of service over 


^f. men left on the force under its re- 


organization, it is thot, will be the 
issue that will be raised by Gorman. 
Patrolman Gorman has served on the 
force for about 16 years. An attempt 
was made to oust him under a pre- 
vious administration but the resulting 
legal battle was won by Gorman. 


The question of deciding the respec- 


tive efficiency of the various officers 
hy a comparison Of arrests made was 
pointed out by a member of the civil 
service board as a probable defense 
in case the action of city officials is 
contested. Selection of the force upon 
the basis of the number of arrests 
made by the offiers in the same period 
of time is argued unfavorable to Gor- 
man. That this, however, would fail 
to establish the efficiency of an offi- 
cer was advanced by an official, who 
explained1 that the difference in the 
locality of beats naturally affected the 


-. number of arrests made. "An officer," 


he said, "in the business section nat- 
urally would make more arrests than 
an officer in an outlying vicinity. 
It 


might also be argued that few or no 
arrests indicate preservation of law 
and order, and that a large and In- 
creasing number show an inability to 
maintain the same." 


That friction has existed between 


Officer Gorman and city officials for 
several years has been a matter of 
common knowledge. Mr. Gorman at 
one time broke into the political field 
as an independent 
candidate 
for 


mayor. 
This was 'construed at that 


time as a violation of the condition 
of employment under civil service but 
legal steps to remove Patrolman Gor- 
man failed. By virtue of his fight he 
remained on the force but apparently 


A. officials and Officer Gorman have been 


- at variance ever since that time. 


City officials deny that the move to 


reorganize is aimed primarily at Gor- 
man, but it was characterized as be- 
ing economically necessary for 
the 


city to reduce the force. 
That the 


force may be selected simply by choice 
without regard for seniority of serv- 
ice is said to be supported by a su- 
preme court decision handed 
down 


for a similar situation in Portsmouth. 


Both sides of the question seemed 


surrounded with 
considerable legal 


authority and the probable outcome of 
" such a legal tangle would be hard to 


forecast. That the question may de- 
velop into a keen battle, with the 
first round in the local courts seems 
likely.

WHEN PRINCE MAX MADE STATEMENT 


BERLIN, Sept. 20. — Germany has a 


hard time admitting that she was 
"militarily" defeated when the armis- 
tice came. 


But Gen. Hlndenburg, Gen. Groener 


and many other of her

leaders knew it quite well, and very 
plainly told the kaiser Nov. 9, last, 
that the "Jig was up" entirely and 
that he must abdicate at once, accord- 
ing to revelations just made in the 
pan-German press 
from 
"authentic 


sources"— which in Germany usually 
means quite official sources. 


While the purpose of 'the pan-Ger- 


man press in making the disclosures 
was probably to present quite a differ- 
ent aspect of the closing dayn at great 
headquarters, Spa, nevertheless

admission of defeat is quite outstand- 
ing.
